Who says you can't fight city 
hall and win? 

Belle Glade citizens found 
out Monday night that if they 
complain long enough ahd loud 
enough, they can lower a $54 
tax assessment by 80%, leav- 
ing them with a $10.80 assess- 
ment on their. November bill 

Commissioners listened and 
responded to two hours of citi- 
zen's concerns on a hew a s 
ment the city plans to impose 
on evéry property owner in the 
city. The assessment, to be 
used for stormwater drainage 
maintenance and some capital 
improvements, will be tacked 
on to every homeowner and 
business in.the city that has an 
impact on the city's stormwa- 
ter system. 

Federal mandates through 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency have forced the cityto 
&lean up the watér leaving the 
city’s stormwater system, Just 
farmers are now paying to 
clean. up the water leaving 
their farms, the city has been 
mandated to improve the qual- 
ity of water leaving their sys- 
tem 

To do so, the city must comé 
up with more money to clean 


up swales.and replace crushed . 


drainage pipes in the city. They 
:o lower some drainage 
, because of soil 
subsidence, are now higher 
than the water draining off dri- 
nd'road ways. 
l.citizens told commis- 
sioners they are on a fixed in-

the city spread out the burden 
of the assessment by putting a 
small charge on the monthly 
water and sewer bills. 

“It makes a lot more sense to 
charge a little bit to everyone 
through their water bill," said 
Donald Hamilton. “You're play- 
ing with homeowners pocket- 
books." 

Mr. Hamilton, who said he is 
a renter, not a homeowner, said 
he would be willing to help foot 
the bill. “We're all equal. We all 
live in Belle Glade-and we 
should all pay the price,” he 
added. 

City Attorney Charles 
Schoech said a state law for- 
bids the city from placing any 
assessment on the water bills. 

Over 5,000 city homes and 
businesses are affected by the 
new assessment. Landlords 
will also pay and many will 
have to: pass the cost on to 
their tenants. 

J.P. Collins, who owns sever- 
al rental units in the city told 
commissioners he couldn't af- 
ford the assessment and he 
couldn’t in good conscience 
pass the cost on to his renters. 

He said he. has two elderly 
renters living on a fixed in- 
come who would not be able to 
pay higher rent. “I just can't do 
that to them and I can't afford 
to pay it myself," he said. 

When it came down to voting 
for the assessment, Vice Mayor 
Bill Mathis said after listening 
to the resident's concerns he 
could not vote for a $54 assess- 
ment.: “I've heard lots of con- 
cerns tonight that raise the 
hair oa the back of my neck," 
said Mr Mathis. “I understand 
the mandates and some of the 
scary things we arg facing, but 
I have a real problem with this. 
I think the time frame is way 
out of wack.” 

The commission voted to 
drop the assessment to $10.80. 
Homeowners who can prove 
their property does not impact 
the city's system will be spared 
the assessment. 4 

The city will look at the cost 
of meeting the federal man- 
dates again at a later time to 
determine what the 'assess- 
ment will need to be in the fu- 
túre:

I always begin my hurricane 
talks with a picture of Hurri; 
cane Andrew. It is a dramatic 
photograpli of one of the most 
powerful storms ever to strike 
the United States. 

The ‘picture, snapped by an 

-.orbiting satellite 24-hours be- 
fore Andrew. slammed into 
southern Miami-Dade County, 
shows the huge storm just east 
of the Bahamas. 

At the top of the photo is a 
description. of Andrew's wind 
speed. It is listed as 155 mph, 
making Andrew a category five 
storm on the. Saffir-Simpson 
scale. 

A category five hurricane is 
the strongest of all storms and 
one of the rarest. Only two cat- 
egory five hurricanes have 
have ever struck the United 
States.Andrew was not one of 
them 

Shortly after the photograph 
was taken, Andrew weakened 
slightly and came onshore as a 

* very strong category four hur- 
'ricane. Officially, Andrew is 
listed as the third strongest 
storm to strike the U.S. 

Yet, that classification may 
have to be changed. New re- 
search shows that tropical 
storms and hurricanes proba- 
bly were significantly stronger

teorologists cannot accurately 
measure surface readings be- 
cause a hurricane is so power- 
ful itedestroys anemometers on 
the ground. And it is too dan- 
gerous for research airplanes 
to fly low enough to get thosé 
readings. 

So meterorologists fly into 
the center of tropical cyclones 
at 10,000 feet to measure the 
winds. Then, based on past re- 
search, they estimate the sur- 
face winds at 20 to 25 percent 
slower than higher in the air. 

But last year, researchers 
dropped 14 new sounding de- 
vices. into two storms. The 
wind sondes, as they are 
called, were able to measure 
winds at the surface. The re- 
sults were surprising. 

"The readings at the surface 
were the same as the readings 
at 10,000 feet,” said. Jerrell. 
"This leads us'to believe that 
"we've. been underestimating 
the wind speeds of hurricanes.” 

While more research is need- 
ed, Jerrell says he’s got enough 
information now to consider 
shifting forecasting formulas 
for this hurricane season. That 
means more people may be 
asked to evacuate if a hurri- 
cane is coming. 

Tt also may mean a reevalua- 
tion of past storms. Jerrell may 
take another look at hurri- 
canes we all know on a first 
name basis, including Hurri- 
cane Andrew. 

It appears there may still be 
some unfinished business with 
Hurricane Andfew.

"One week comes the 
announcement.that this food is 
‘bad’ for you,” said Dottie Gabor, 
a represeritative of TOPS (Take 
Off Pounds Sensibly). “The next 
week somegne links diseases to 
certain food substances. Often, 
months late, this news is dis- 
credited as: premature or just 
overblown.” 

“Its hard to know whether 
nutrition news is believable. But 
there aré a few guidelines to 
help us distinguish between 
legitimate news and hype.” says 
Dottie.

lines: 
* 1. Remember that some 
developments, when first report- 
ed, are nothing but theories. Be 
skeptical if conclusions are 
drawn from a single study with 
a small sample of test subjects.

that slips calls for 
an overhaul

Question: My 1985 Buick Park Avenue's automatic 
transmission has a problem: it slips in fourth gear. Other 
gears all seem to work fine. What could be wrong? 

Answer: One of two problems could be found in this 
automatic transmission. 

4 Bay problem depends on the symptoms displayed 

when it shifts into fourth gear. If the engine flares 
or speeds up but the car still moves, then the fourth gear 
clutch plates (also called overdrive clutch) art slipping. 

This could be caused by worn clutch plates but a more 
likely caùse would be a broken seal on the clutch apply pis- 
ton. A broken seal allows transmission oil to leak internal- 
ly and full pressure is not applied to.the clutch plates. The 
clutch then slips. 

Continuing to drive with slipping fourth gear clutch 
plates will cause them to burn and be destroyed. 

Other gear ranges can work fine and the transmission 
may operate for many months if the operator doesn’t drive 
the vehicle in fourth gear. 

If the car doesn't have any. fourth gear drive at all, then 

I would look at the inner hub for the fourth gear clutch. 
. This stamped steel hub is splined to the fourth gear 
clutch plates and the teeth on the clutch plates may have 
worn through the steel hub. The hub.then rotates instead 
of being clamped to the transmission case as it should in 
fourth gear. 

Both the clutch plates and the hub must be replaced to ` 
repair this fault. Continuing to drive the car would cause 
steel particles to be spread throughout. the transmission 
and wear other parts. 

There is no cheap repair for either problem. In both 
cases, the transmission must. be reníoved, disassembled, 
and overhauled. 


Bucking car has 
owner perplexed 


Question: My 1987 Nissan Maxima hesitates and bucks - 
when.I drive down the street. It used to do it only about 
once a month but now it bucks almost once a week. 

. It always happens at-the same speed; about 30 mph 
(50km-h), but the car runs fine when I step on the gas. I 
have had a tune up done, and the mechanic found no trou- 
ble codes stored in. the car's computer. Do you have any 
suggestions? 

Answer: Modern fuel injection systems are very com- 
plex and several faults could cause a hesitation or buck. 

Poor spark plugs and plug wires are prime suspects but 
your tune up should have eliminated these, 


‘would suspect the throttle position sensor. This sensor 

signals the computer as to how far and fast the driver 
is opening the throttle. The sliding contacts inside the sen- 
sor can wear and send a false signal causing the computer 
to think the throttle is being closed. The ‘engine then hesi- 
tates as the computer turns off the fuel. 

The sensor wears most where the driver usually holds 
the throttle so this would explain why the problem occurs 
always at the same speed and why it runs fine when the 
throttle is opened.
